Heedless of the fact 
that 
his 
brother 
weighed about 
twice as much as he did; unmindful 
of the fact that 
tilt4 
water 
was 
twelve feet deep and that one of 
his legs was crippled from tin* ef­ 
fects of white 
swelling, 
Johnny 
waded out into the deep water alter 
his drowning 
brother, 
who 
had 
falln out of a boat iii an effort to 
dodge a small stick which Johnny 
had playfully thrown from the bank 
of the stream. 
The bodies of George and John 
now lie side by side iii their cas­ 
ket.- in the home in Smithton, and 
the grief walks hand in hand with 
Mr. and Mrs. J .IL Pace, parents of 
the youths whose morning of pleas­ 
ure ended so tragically. 
Monday a double funeral service 
w ill bt* conducted over the bodies, 
which will bt4 laid side bv side in 
their last resting place in the cem­ 
etery at Smithton. 
Just now the 
mother’s grief over her double be­ 
reavement blots out all other con­ 
siderations, but vv hen her sorrow 
has felt the healing touch of time, 
she can not but reflect with pride 
on the fact that she gave to tin* 
world a hero, whose brave heart 
beat under lilt* humble every-day 
garb of a village urchin who, when 
he heard the call of his blood, an­ 
swered with high courage and de­ 
votion, faithful even unto death.

Be Benefited by New Sched­ 
ule of W ages Established 
Since the Strike. 


Paris, June 23.—The sewing girls 


of Paris have set a new fashion in 
the conduct of strikes and added 
dignity to a nickname that had be­ 
come more, or less familiar. They 
have shown that hob-nailed boots 
and bludgeons are not the only ef­ 
fective means of persuasion in la­ 
bor contentions. 
The “ midinette” strike is already 
a precedent, although it ended only 
decently. 
Several 
other 
strikes 
modeled atter it 
have 
succeeded 
since and others are iii process of 
settlement . Never again, 
in 
all 
probability, will the 
condition 
of 
working women in Paris be what it 
was before, and what it had been 
during the war, with thousand., of 
girls working ten hours a day for 
from thirty to forty cents. 
The strike was called the “ mid- 
inettc” strike, though in the begin­ 
ning it was purely a dressmakers’ 
strike . The “ mielinettes” are not 
only sewing girls, 
but 
milliners, 
featlier workers, embroiderers and 
other workers who trip out into the 
Rue de la Paix, Avenue de l’Opera 
and other streets of Paris every 
noon from the hundreds of houses 
whose business is to c lot la women 
elegantly anil luxuriously.

understanding 
that Governor 
Gardner is to recommend that the 
next 
legislature appropriate mon­ 
ey to reimburse the contributors. 
The $1(10,000,

estimated, 
w ill cover 
the 
expenses 
of the 
council for the first year. 
B. F. Bush, of the Missouri P a ­ 
cific, W alter S. Dickey, George W .

Lee, of St. 
Louis, C. W . Thomas, of Jefferson 
City, and others urged this method 
of raising funds. 
The council declared that Gov­
